NEWS OF T HE MORNI NG. 


The attendance at the State Fair yesterday 
was much larger than the day previous. The 
three In flve trotting raco was won by Prince 
A llen. 
The San Franolsco Stock Boards are re­ 
sum ing operations. 
“Ballot Box” and “Irene Harding” will go 
against each other a t Sacramento to-day. In 
the pools last evening “ Ballot Box” sold at 
ISO to “Irene’s” $20. 
The result o f the Colorado election is still 
Indoubt, both the Democrats and Republi­ 
cans claim ing the victory. 


The San Diego Union continues its 
allusion to the H e r a l d as a central 
Pacific Railroad organ. 
If the Union 
does not cease misrepresenting the 
H e r a l d we shall call it the organ of 
T om S c o t t’s piece of road bed—that 
is lf the grading has not all washed 
away. 


T h e report that Mrs. L in c o l n had 
entirely recovored her mind is unfor­ 
tunately not wholly true. Her atten­ 
ding physician has written a letter de­ 
nying that he gave a certificate for 
her discharge from the asylum. 
He 
said that under certain circumstances 
the lady m ight visit her sister at 
Springfield with safety. She is now 
more troubled iu her miud than when 
he made this statement. Mrs. L i n ­ 


c o l n atiil makes her home at the hos­ 
pital where she receives her friends 
and frequently takes short rides with 
them into the country. 


G e o r q e M. P in n e y one of the tru­ 
ly loyal and ever faithful, who has 
been a shining light and model leader 
of the Republican party of San Fran­ 
cisco for years and who all those years 
has held a lucrative Federal office,has 
turned out a defaulter and like all 
loyal defaulters has pocketed his steal­ 
ings and absconded. 
We remember 


G e o r o e as a spry little California 
street luminary. H e was first a bull 
and then a bear and then a bear and 
then a bull and all the time a rogue 
and an unswerving supporter of the 
Administration. 
The Bulletin and 
Call discovered that G e o r g e was 
stealing from the Government and 
said as much. Thereupon he com­ 
menced libel suit against those papers 
and then ran away. 
He left a wife 
and several children and escaped with 
a woman not his wife and two hun­ 
dred thousand dollars. 
Of such is one 
truly loyal Federal office holder. 


T h e Indian chief who said he sup­ 
posed the hue and cry about an Indian 
war in Nevada was gotten up by a few 
men who wanted the soldiers sent out 
there in order that they m ight sell 
their barley and beef, was a man of 
more descrlmination than is usually 
found among the aborignee tribes of 
the Pacific coast. 
H e is evidently a 
close studcut of the W hite man and 
has read with some care the “Pluri- 
butaw” of Doesticks in which the love 
of the pale face for money is traced 
from infancy 
through 
the varied 
stages of life to his final crushing to 
death beneath an American dollar. 
There is no doubt but that the report­ 
ed rise of the ludians in Nevada or­ 
iginated in a scare or a hoped for spec­ 
ulation. 
The latter is most probably 
the correct solution. 


H a l f a score of newspapers in this 
Btateare vehemently calling on Sen­ 
ator B o o t h to take a back seat. Now 
why should the Senator take a back 
seat at this time or rather why should 
he take a seat farther back than the 
one he has occupied for two years past. 
H is party isas Btrong now numerical­ 
ly and morally as it was at the close of 
the last Legislative session. 
It is as 
strong now in both these respects as it 
was when he sat solitary and alone— 
the leader of a party of which he was 
the head and front, the rank and file, 
the beginning and the end—in the 
United States Senate Chamber. 
We 
can see no reason—there is no reason 
—why the Journals that did not ask 
Senator B o o t h to take a back seat 
two years ago should ask him to do so 
now. 
H e is as far back as be can get. 


T h e Treasury Department is mak­ 
ing preparations for the early estab- 
llhm ent of life-saving stations auth­ 
orized by Congress for the Pacific 
Coast, and the Commission designated 
for the purpose have located sites for 
them as follows: 
A t Nean Bay, upon 
the Indian Reservation; at Shoal wa­ 
ter Bay, upon the Light Honse Res­ 
ervation; at Cape 
Disappointment, 
upon the M ilitary Reservation; at 
Cape Arago, upon the light-house 
property; at Humboldt Bay upon the 
light-house property, for stations des­ 
ignated in the Act. 
For Point Reyes, 
the site designated is near Duxbury, 
half at Bolinas Bay. For 
stations 
authorized to be established between 
Point Lobos and Point San Pedro, a 
site is selected near the beach at the 
Southwest extrem ity of the Golden 
Gate Park, the Park Commissioners of 
Ban Francisco having granted the use 
of the land for that purpose. 
The sta­ 
tion designated for Point Conception 
will be located about two m iles West 
of the Ught-house, what is known as 
Caxa Harbor. It is expected that all 
these stations, except that of Shoal 


W a tfr Bay, and at Point Conception 
Will bo mftuned by volunteer crews, 
and the one at Neah Bay, by Indians, 
as the ludians there are very peaceful 
and frieudly and are expert surf men. 
Regular crews will have to b e a t the 
two stations named above. 
Proposals 
will soon be received for the construc­ 
tion of station-houses. 


Hard Money. 


The currency plank in the Demo­ 
cratic platform is perhaps the most im­ 
portant, and yet the one on which 
there is the greatest diversity of opin­ 
ion among the members of the party. 
The Ohio platform which undoubted­ 
ly dodges the question, and hence nec­ 
essarily opposes resumption of specie 
paym ent has proven a serious draw­ 
back, and measurably influenced the 
declarations of principles of the subse­ 
quent conventions. 
The true patri­ 
ots desire to adopt the hard money 
plank, the politicians with their usual 
shorted sighted calculations desiro to 
evade the issue or bow to the mista­ 
ken prejudice of the people of the 
West. It is to be hoped that the New 
York convention will settle the ques­ 
tion, and squarely commit the Democ­ 
racy to a hard currency. 
I t is decidedly tho great question of 
the hour,and neither party can enter on 
a vigorous campaign without a deci­ 
sive declaration as to its course on the 
financial question.

There can be no neutrality.

tem is a failure and a curse. They 
will have some other. It ¡9 either 
K elly’s inflation scheme or a specie 
basis. The Democracy must choose 
between these. 
If they allow them ­ 
selves to be controlled by the office- 
seeking element whose desire to obtain 
power is so great that they are afraid 
to declare any principle, they will be 
defeated. The mere party nam e and 
the utter disgust of the people for the 
present administration do not furnish 
sufficient capital to bank on exten­ 
sively. The conservatives tried the 
uew neutrality policy in the last Pres­ 
idential campaign and made a fail­ 
ure. The Cincinnati convention threw 
aw ay a sound principle to take up an 
able man. The Gr eely campaign il­ 
lustrates the fate of the “m ilk and w a­ 
ter” policy and ought to be a warning. 
“Measures not men” should be the 
banner cry of the Democracy. Let 
sound principles be boldly enunciated, 
and the contest will be decided in fa­ 
vor of the right. 


Fast Railroad Time. 


The astounding progress made in 
railway m anagem ent during the last 
twenty years is sufficient to give cre­ 
dence to the most rosy prophecies of 
the most ardent admirers of the new ele 
m eut of civilization. Each decade sees 
the cost of transportation decreased, 
and the complete transfer of the traffic 
of the country from the watercourses to 
the railroad is now so far accomplished 
as to render it an assured fact. The 
m anagem ent of a vast railway brings 
W'ith it so much power and influence 
th a t am bition has directed much of 
th e finest talent of the country to­ 
wards it. 
Our railway magnates are 
second in fame to none in the land. 
Thus the problem has been worked 
out more rapidly than if left to the 
guidance of narrow miuded money 
grabbers. If m any of the railroads 
are bankrupt it is from the peculation 
and extravagance of the contractors, 
but the evils which attracted so much 
attention and led to the enactm ent of 
the "Potter law’, in Michigan are be­ 
ing corrected. 
Poverty has led to 
economy, sharp competition has de­ 
veloped more varied resources, and 
where a change of ownership occurs 
a t a reduced price the new owner can 
operate the road on a cheaper basis. 
Iu the passenger business the progress 
his been no less marked. 
The A m er­ 
ican people are the most restive in the 
world, but when traveling they d e ­ 
m and comfort, safety and speed, and 
they get them at a reasonable price. 
A rt exhausts itself in preparing pal­ 
ace cars and human ingenuity is work­ 
ing night and day to provide new safe­ 
guards to the traveler, and statistics 
show th a t hum anity is less liable to 
accident on a railway train than in 
theordinary walks of life, that is, the 
proportion of maimed, injured and 
killed is less. 
As regards speed a new 
era ha9 just now been inaugurated. 
The tim eof the m ail trains between 
New York and 
Chicago has been 
shortened ten or twelve hours. 
The 
telegraph informs us that the in h ab ­ 
itants of the Lake City can now read 
New York papers but one day old. 
Judging the future by the past may 
we not hope that ’ere the year 1900 the 
passenger leaving San Francisco will 
be carried over the plains at the rate 
of one hundred miles an hour and 
landed in the heart of this great con­ 
tinent inside of two days.

The Attorney General s Letter.

I can best couvey to you his 
ideas by extracts from his dispatch. 
“The whole public are tired out with 
these annual outbreaks at th e South, 
and a great majority are ready now to 
condemn any interference on the part 
of the government. 
I heartily wish 
that peace and good order m ay be re- 
«tored without issuing the proclama­ 
tion, but if they are not the proclama­ 
tion m ust be issued. 
But if it is I 
shall instruct the commander of the 
forces to have no childish play. 
If 
there is a necessity for military inter­ 
ference tiiere is justice in such inter­ 
ference as to deter evil doers. I would 
suggest the sending of a dispatch or 
letter by private messenger to Gov. 
Ames, urging him to strengthen his 
own position by exhausting his own 
resources in restoring order.”

To the People. 


The submission of the people of Los 
Angeles County and of the State to 
the result of the election, is but the 
ratification of w hat is supposed to be 
the free choice of the people in their 
sovereign capacity. 
And, although 
the fact may be that the sovereign 
people had nothing whatever to do 
with it, yet since it is so, it becomes 
the duty of the citizen cheerfully to 
acquiese in the result and by their res­ 
pect and generosity towards the men 
who have been elected to office, inspire 
them with nobler motives than m ight 
have actuated them during the cam­ 
paign. For it is the crowning excel­ 
lence of enlightened citizens, no m at­ 
ter what m ay be their convictions as 
to the men, or the means by which 
they were put in power, to bear them 
upon their arms of confidence, above 
the plane of prejudice and passion to 
the the true appreciation that they are 
honored servants of tho people from 
no partisan standpoint. 
Forbearance is the duty of the citi­ 
zen until it ceases to be a virtue. W hen 
it has passed that point, it becomes a 
crime not to resist. I t is the peculiar 
mode of the few who desire to control 
the masses in an election, to do it all 
by machinery—the necessary instru­ 
m ent—of oppression. 
To manipulate 
the vote of a free American citizen 
without the aid of chloroform, and at 
the same time lead the victim to be­ 
lieve that he retains his conscience, 
exercises his choice and has not lost 
his manhood, is the problem of the 
politician of the day. 
A politician 
who has made up his mind to do 
wrong, to carry through schemes of 
corruption, schemes of individual ag­ 
grandisement opposed to the best in­ 
terests orthecountry, shouidlbe a man 
of powerful perseverance and courage. 
To set at defiance the free choice of an 
enlightened people, to insult their un­ 
derstanding by the means adopted to 
obtain their votes, to run the ehances 
of just and merited defeat, and the 
consequent condemnation of all good 
men, requires a man whose cheek is 
oblivious to the blush of shame, a 
head full of the arts of political cor­ 
ruption, with a heart devoid of a sensa­ 
tion to feel their consequences. 
He is 
generally the physician of a party in 
the last agonies of despair, »r the tail­ 
or of some newfangled i'dolly-varden” 
such as we have just had an example 
of. I mean the Independent. The on­ 
ly well defined characteristic of that 
party, 
th a t 
shines 
pre-eminently 
through the inextricable maze of er­ 
ror is their duplicity, the natural scion 
of disorganisation. 
Let it be under­ 
stood once for ail, th at no Janus faced 
party can exist in the economy of our 
American politics. The French rev­ 
olution, whenThe axe of insurrection 
was thundering at the doors of the 
king’s palace, would beau example of 
the state of society th at would best 
foster such a party. The people are 
not ready for th at species ot chaos. 
Inconsistent and fickle as they are, 
there is yet a redeeming virtue, or a 
sense of honor th a t even the abysmal 
throat of a venal press cannot swallow. 
The Greely movement as a national 
issue was but the convulsive shudder 
of a dead party. 
An unholy alliance 
of Democrats and sore-beaded Repub­ 
licans, upon which fell the exterm in­ 
ating curse of a nation. 
The power of the Independent party 
of this campaign has been but the 
feint ebiiutions of 1872, a doleful echo 
from the tomb of Ctiapaqua. 
Hereaf­ 
ter “ let tlie sentiments of every man 
he inscribed upon his forehead.” Let 
them be either Republican or Demo­ 
cratic. And to come closer home. If 
the people of Southern California elect 
men to represent them in the halls of 
Congress from a partisan standpoint 
only, ignoring the interests of the 
country in the development of its 
grand destiny, they are losing the 
most im portant opportunity that was 
ever given to American citizens. 
Let 
the defeated fall into line, disrobe 
themselves of the selfish garb of poli­ 
tics and impress their rcpresentivc in 
Congress with the fact that the eyes 
of both Democrats and Republicans 
are 
turned towards him as their 
representative to legislate for their 
common interests. 
It will inspire him 
with a nobler purpose. H e may see 
in the exercise of his mission, instead 
of the strappings and harness of party 
the vision of a country the extent of 
whose resources we have 
scarcely 
dreamed; a country upon whose stern 
features and bold sea-coast is written 
by the finger of destiny, defiance to 
oppression; a land whose base is lash­ 
ed by a m ighty commercial ocean, 
from which sweeps the loveliest valley 
the sun shines upon; crowned by the 
mountaius whose golden ore struggles 
through the surface to meet and re­ 
ward enterprizing industry, 
He may 
see that he is the representative of a 
country whose fame is spreading ev­ 
erywhere. 
The glad news tingling 
along the frozen arteries of a world, 
and the steps of men with strong 
hearts and noble manhood turning to­ 
wards our shores, every avenue of ap ­ 
proach crowded; and our lovely valley 
teeming with a million happy homes. 
And then will open up the commerce 
of the Pacifiewitli itsthousaud genial 
isles, whose products wafted by a hun- 
dreed ships to our shores; where the 
iron path of the locomotive stretching 
like a serpent across the broad plain 
of the desert, brings the riches of one 
continent to meet the commerce of an ­ 
other.
